New York City is the largest city in the United States. It has 8,000,000 inhabitants 
and is one of the largest cities in the world. There are five districts: Manhattan, 
Brooklyn, The Bronx, Queens and Staten Island, and it is located on a large natural 
harbour where ships are always safe from storms. 

New York is full of contrasts. There is great wealth and poverty. There are tall, 
modern skyscrapers and small, old houses; elegant streets glittering with neon 
signs and dark alleys full of rubbish. 

Hundreds of thousands of people work in the heart of the business district. But not 
all of these people live in New York. Many live in distant places such as Long 
Island, New Jersey or Connecticut, and the towns where they live are called 
suburbs.
